The telegram telling of his death was 
sent by the captain of his company to 
his wife at Herrin, III., who informed 
Mrs. Abbott. 
Sergeant Abbott left Newark about 
seven years ago and engaged in the 
plumbing and supply, business in Her- 
rin.

Louis as special advertisement • writer 
for the St. Louis Star. 


He enlisted and was stationed 
at 
Camp Taylor, Louisville, Ky.. and at 
Camp Meade, Va. He spent five months 
in England at an officers' camp for the 
tank corps. Then in letters he told of 
the trip across France, and the last 
letter'written by him on August 29 has 
been received by his mother. In it he 
told her they were on the eve of battle, 
and to watch the papers for accounts of 
the first American tank corps in action 
hi Flanders.

1111: a ministerial crisis. Imperial Chan- 
cellor von Horning has resigned from 
oltue and was clo-ely lollowed by For- 
eign .Minister von Hintze 
This morn- 


ing it was reported from Amsterdam 
that Vice Chancellor von l'-a\ er, who 
lias held that offu-e since November 9, 
i:'17. had also quit. 


Amid the crjuniblinR of its 
cabinet 
Germany is hearing the rumbling ot the 
mighty storm that" has broken over the 
western battle line. Grim tidings irom 
the front, kept secret from the Ger- 
man people for the past two months, 
now are freely discussed by the news- 
papers and a wa\e of what closely re- 
st-mbles hysteria 
is reported to be 


sweeping over that country. 


On the six sectors where allied forces 


are hurling themselves at the German 
lines in Belgium and France the past 
day has brought renewed reverses for 
the enemy. There has been desperate 
fighting at every point where the Ger- 
man lines have been assailed, but not- 
withstanding his utmost efforts, 
the 


enemy has been forced back in sectors 
where allied gains carry a threat to 
his positions over a wide front. 


The most rapid advance has been in 


Belgium. 
There the 
Germans 
have 


been beaten back until the troops of 
King Albert are across the important 
Roulers-Henin ^JDacl at many points. It 
is unofficially reported that Roulers has 
been entered by the Belgians. 
Further south the British have en- 


tered Crevecoeur. southeast of Cambrai 
and are fighting in the streets of Cam- 
brai itself. Near St. Quentin. the Brit- 
ish and Americans have smashed their 
way through the Hindenburg line to 
the neighborhood of Le Hauoourt and 
appear to have outflanked St. Quentin 
from the north. On the south of that 
city the French have made new pro- 
gress. 


North of the Aisne the French have 


captured more than half of the ridge 
between the Aisne am! the Ailette and 
the Germans are reported to be re- 
treating across the 
latter 
stream. 
Along the Vesle. Tiorthwcst of Rheims, 
the French have won ground, apparent- 
ly moving ahead in close touch with 
the retiring Germans. 
In the Champagne sector Genera j| 


Gouraucl's army has carriea dominating 
heights west of the Argonne forest and 
'appear to be in a position to compel a 
rapid and early retreat of the Germans 
from that natural strong hold. 


American divisions fighting between 


the Argonne forest and the Meuse riv- 
er have slowly but'steadih" moved ahead 
and seem to have won their objectives 
along that section of the front. Berlin 
reports that American attacks were re 
puJred and that the Germans regained 
some ground near Argonne forest 


German 
troops are 
being 
rushed 


from inactive sectors to bolster up the 
lines under attack by the Americans 
and it is probable that progress there 
will be very slow. 
There are indications that Turkey 


will follow Bulgaria's example in giving 
up the v.-ar. 
Followinc the absolute 


defeat of her armies and the defection 
of Bulgaria there would seem to he no 
other rtep possible for that 
Country. 


General Allenby's troops are reported 
to be' two and a half miles from Da- 
mascus.
